Service status employes will not be 
affected by the President’s attempts

Press Secretary Ronald L. Ziegler 
told reporters Thursday the Chief 
Executive wants to “ clean the slate 
of all of those who have served the 
President in his first term and give 
him a free hand to restructure his 


second term. 
Nixon, 
Ziegler 
explained, 
is 
seeking a more “efficient, effective 
government” and “ where possible 
wants to cut the fat” out of the 
federal payroll. 
In a copyrighted interview with 
Garnet Horner of the Washington 
Star News, Nixon explained: 
“ Now, let me say, as far as 
p re sid e n tia l 
ap p o in tees 
a re 
concerned, and all of those subject 
to 
a p p o in tm e n ts 
by 
th e 
departments, as far as they are 


concerned, they have had their four 
years and I will expect all of them to 
submit their resignations.” 
Nixon said that their jobs may be 
eliminated or they may no longer 
been needed. “ Where we get down 
to the other levels there is a 
problem,” he said in term s of 
cutting the size of the government 
apparatus. 


There were indications that Nixon 
was less than satisfied with the 
performance of some of his key 
officials in his first administration.

in new Social Security law

Nixon liberalizing Social Security 
benefits could cost California at 
least $300 million a year, plans to 
bargain for changes in the new law. 
Reagan 
announced 
he 
will 
dispatch state Health and Welfare 
Secretary Earl Brian and a team of 
“experts” on an “ urgent mission” 
Monday to talk with federal officials 
in Washington. 
In a prepared statement, Reagan 
said the ^ .3 billion bill increasing 
Social Security and Welfare benefits 
could “have the effect of wiping out 
all of California’s welfare and Medi­ 
cai savings both now and in the 
forseeable future.” 
The governor said he did not 
“ believe this was the President’s 
intention in signing it” and that he 
was sending Brian to Washington 
“to see what can be done to mitigate 
the 
very 
serious 
effects 
on 
California’s fiscal outlook.” 
The bill, signed by Nixon last 
month, liberalizes Social Security 
payments, broadens the Medicare 
health insurance program for the 
elderly and guarantees a minimum 
income to aged, disabled or blind 
adults on welfare. 
In 
a 
briefing 
Thursday 
with 
newsmen, Brian said the new law 
would increase the state’s financial 
burden in sharing the costs of the 
welfare and MediCal programs. 
He said the legislation would 
increase California’s welfare costs 
by at least $201 million and Medi-Cal 
expenditures by about $183 million

SAIGON (UPI) -U .S . jet fighter- 
bombers flew 180 strikes against 
North Vietnam Thursday in the 
heaviest raids since the White House 
cut back the air war Oct. 23. B52 
bombers 
flew 30 strikes in

each. 
The 
stepped-up 
strikes 
inside 
North Vietnam — and a four-month 
high of 261 strikes just below the 
north-south frontier— were aimed

Informed American sources in 
Saigon said today President Nguyen 
Van Thieu and Gen. Alexander Haig, 
a White House peace envoy, were 
working on details of a cease-fire 
agreement that hopefully could get 
American servicemen home from 
Vietnam by around Christmas. 


Haig is presidential adviser Henr>' 
A. Kissinger’s assistant, and U.S. 
sources in Pans predicted Kissinger 
would meet shortly with North 
Vietnamese negotiators there in 
hopes of reaching a final peace 


settlement, Kissinger has said only 
one more negotiating session is 
necessary. 


One of the American sources in 
Saigon said Thieu and Haig were 
discussing “ who is going to give up 
what part of the farm ” and that it 
was hoped agreement could be 
reached to halt the fighting “ by 
about the end of the year. We want 
to get the boys on their way home as 
a Christmas present.”

The editorial, made public by the 
Hanoi peace negotiating mission in

army before the planned ceasefire. 
One indication of a possible early 
agreement came from Washington 
where government sources said the 
United States is preparing to put 
special mine-clearing helicopters to 
work clearing away mines from 
waters off North Vietnam in event 
of a peace agreement. 


Navy backs down, 
sailors win 
shore stations 


SAN DIEGO (UPI) —The crew of 
the Constellation saluted as the 
Stars and Stripes were hoisted on 
the giant carrier—4,780 of them 
from the ship’s decks and 130 rebels, 
mostly blacks, from an adjoining 
pier where they 
rejected their 
captain’s 
compromise 
offer 
to 
return to duty. 
A 
w eek-long 
co n fro n tatio n 
between the men and the Navy came 
to a climax at the 8 a.m. ceremony 
Thursday, and in the end it was the 
Navy that backed down. In an 
apparently unprecedented retreat, it 
reassigned the disgruntled sailors to 
shore stations effective today. 
The rebel sailors began the crisis 
by staging a sitdown strike at sea. 
They brought a battery of five 
civilian lawyers with them to the 
final negotiations with their com­ 
manding officer, Capt. J. D. Ward. 
The Navy announced Thursday 
afternoon that the men would be 
reassigned to three shore bases in 
the San Diego area—North Island, 
M iramar and Imperial Beach Naval 
Air Stations. 
All but 10 of the 130 are black. 
About 
400 
other 
black 
sailors 
remained on duty. 
Training 
exercises 
for 
the 
“Connie,” once part of the fighting 
fleet that sent planes over North 
Vietnam, were begun last week but 
disrupted by the crewmen’s sitdown 
strike and other problems. The 
maneuvers were postponed until 
after Thanksgiving. 
A Navy spokesman said that with 


the men divided into smaller groups. 


more attention couia oe given to 
their personal problems. Their new 
commanding officers will work with 
each man individually, the spokes­ 
man said. 
The Navy said there was never 
any question of accusing the men of 
mutiny since the egal definition of 
the offense requires an attempt to 
overthrow constituted authority and 
assume illicit command of a ship. 
The Black Servicemen’s Caucus 
said the men feared for their safety 
aboard the carrier, where there 
were “ night fights” between the 
races. The group complained that 
blacks were relegated to menial 
jobs and given harsher punishments 
for infractions of rules than those 
meted out to whites guilty of the 
same offenses. 
They 
demanded a 
review 
by 
higher authority of the discharges 
given black sailors with poor work 
records, changes in the disciplinary 
system and a promise that no 
punishment would be imposed on 
any of them for taking part in the 
protest. 


The captain put the men ashore 
Saturday 
after they 
refused to 
report to their duty stations and the 
Constellation returned to sea. But 
the carrier returned Tuesday with 
the captain saying he wanted to 
“take a personal role” in talks with 
the dissidents. 
He 
met 
with 
their 
leaders 
Wednesday in a barracks at North 
Island, and reportedly told them he 
would give their grievances top 
priority.

Support promised Golan Heights 


RAMAT MAGSHIMIM, Occupied Syrian Territory (UPI) — Defense 
Minister Moshe Dayan promised military and financial support today to 
settlements hit in the Syrian shelling of the occupied Golan Heights. 
The entire area was reported calm but tense following the worse round of 
fighting between Syria and Israel in 27 months of Middle East cease-fire. 
Briefing newsmen on Thursday’s action, a senior army officer said it was 
now up to Syria to make the next move, thereby determining future 
developments in the region. 
Dayan toured this settlement, which, along with another —Ein Zivan 
—bore the brunt of the Syrian shelling, earlier in the day. He was 
acompanied by the armed forces chief of staff, Lt. Gen. David Elazar. 
At both settlements, “ Dayan assessed the damage and promised military 
and financial support,” the security officer for the area said. 


Demos bar CBS news crew 
NEW YORK (UPI) —The Columbia Broadcasting System, whose 
electricians are on strike, has charged that the barring of a CBS film crew 
from a Democratic National Committee news conference Thursday, was an 
“outrageous attem pt” at news manipulation. 
There were no pickets outside the National Press Club in Washington 
where the postelection conference was originally scheduled but the 
National Democratic Chairman, Mrs. Jean Westwood, excluded the CBS 
crew because, according to a spokesman, "we were unwilling to cross a 
picket line which would have instantly gone up.” 
Mrs. Westwood moved the conference to Democratic headquarters in the 
Watergate building where the CBS crew was excluded. ABC and NBC were 
given separate interviews. 


U.S. stands alone at U.N. 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI) — The United States found itself standing 
alone for the first time in 27 years at the U.N. General Assembly when it 
voted “ no” Thursday on a Soviet motion dealing with television broadcasts 
direct from space to home receivers. 
The vote was 102-1. 
Although the United States has been on the losing side in many U.N. votes, 
it was the first time it stood alone on a vote. 
The motion in the General Assembly called for an international 
convention to regulate satellite television broadcasts. 
The wording in the Soviet motion would, in effect, give any nation the 
right to veto satellite broadcasts it considered distasteful or interfering in 
any receiving country’s domestic affairs. 
Under the proposal, a U.N. committee would outline the machinery for 
dealing with TV broadcasts, vetos and other related issues. 
The Soviet Union argued that unrestrained broadcasting would subject 
nations to propaganda and unwanted programs on sex, crime and other 
offensive matters. 


Admirals called on carpet 


Wa s h i n g t o n (UFH) —Adm. Elmo R. Zumwalt, chief of naval 
operations, called 80 to 90 of his top admirals on the carpet today and 
accused them of ignoring his efforts to promote racial equality 
One result, he said, was the rebellion of 130 crewmen — mostly black —of 
the carrier Constellation. 
"Some of the very things I feared 28 months ago might come to pass.did in 
fact, take place,” Zumwalt said The text of his statement to the private 
meeting with the admirals was made public by the Navy. 
When he took command, Zumwalt said, he recognized the "potential 
explosiveness” of racial pressures and tried to correct the situation. But he 
told his top officers they failed to depart from "hallowed routine” and 
follow his directives

Another evolution battle 


SACRAMENTO. Calif. (UPI) -Nearly a 
half century after the famous Scopes trial, 
the evolutionists and divine creationists 
went at it again Thursday at a state 
hearing 
which could determine what 
millions of science students across the 
nation learn about the origin of life. 
The 
spirited 
debate—involving 
50 
scientists, theologians and educators—was 
fashioned after the courtroom exchanges 
of Clarence Darrow and William Jennings 
Bryan at the Tennessee “ Monkey Trial” of 
1925. 
“ Today 
the 
arguments 
against 
evolutionary principles must, I think, be 
placed in the same arenas as those 
advanced by the ‘Flat Earth Society,” ' 
said Dr. 
David Hogness, a Stanford 
biochemist. 
“ Scientific evidence for divine creation 
abound in nature,” fired back Dr. George 


F. Howe of Los Angeles Baptist College. 
“ The origin of life is inexplicable in the 
evolution view but understandable in 
creationist terms. ” 
Mrs. Jean E. Sumrall, a Los Gatos 
housewife, argued that equal rights under 
the Constitution “ should include the right 
of a Christian child to entertain the 
possibility that he may be a child of God 
rather than a descendant of one of Dr. 
i Louis i Leakey’s African apes." 
The public hearing was called by the 
state Board of Education, which will 
decide next month how science textbooks 
used from kindergarten through eighth 
grade in California classrooms will explain 
the origin pf life. 
Because California is the nation’s most 
populous state, publishers have indicated 
they would follow the board’s ruling in 
basic texts used throughout the nation.

Dream of 
school chief 
near reality

—The dream of California 
schools chief Wilson Riles to 
“ revolutionize’’ 
early 
childhood education is only 
a step away from reality 
today. 
On a 26-8 vote, the Senate 
Thursday 
granted 
final 
legislative 
approval 
to 
Riles’ farreaching proposal, 
which 
would 
infuse 
innovative teaching tech­ 
niques in kindergarten and 
elementary classes and also 
pave the way for public 
schooling of four-year-olds. 
The $25 million measure, 
carried by Sen. 
Mervyn 
Dymally, D-Los Angeles, 
now lacks only the signature 
of Gov. Ronald Reagan, who 
has indicated he favors the 
concept of the proposal. 
When Riles unveiled the 
prodigious program earlier 
this year, he said it would 
“ give parents a voice in 
education that they have 
never known before.” 
The 
measure 
would 
provide more emphasis on 
reading and mathematics, 
closer evaluation of student 
progress, increased use of 
parents and aides to assist 
teachers and more freedom 
in the classroom for pupils. 
The new program would 
begin in the 1973-74 school 
year. 
If it proves successful, 
fouryear-olds could attend 
public schools two years 
later in classes using the 
same innovative techniques, 
assuming 
that 
the 
legislature funds the state 
pre-school classes. 
Parents would be given 
the choice whether they 
would send children 3 years, 
9 months or older to public 
schools. 


Riles, superintendent of 
public 
instruction 
in 
California, originally had 
proposed a more ambitious, 
$54 
million 
bill 
which 
eventually would increase 
to $359 million by 1975. The 
initial 
bill 
would 
have 
extended public school to 
four-year-olds immediately, 
but 
the 
provision 
was 
delayed two years because 
of 
opposition 
by 
conservatives, 
including 
Reagan 


The measure met only 
brief debate before final 
passage 
Thursday. 


If 
Reagan 
signs 
the 
measure, 
local 
school 
districts soon would begin 
drawing up master plans for 
revamping education pro­ 
grams from kindergarten 
through grade three.

WASHINGTON (U PI) —The government is operating a 
luxurious health club and hotel in Alaska where top-ranking 
officers disport themselves at taxpayer expense and 
enlisted men act as servants, the General Accounting 
Office (GAO I said today. 
In a letter to Sen. William Proxmire, D-Wis., the GAO— 
the auditing arm of Congress— confirmed a sergeant’s 
story that 24 enlisted men were assigned to full-time duty at 
the Alaskan Chateu and Health Club at Elmendorf Air 
Force Base near Anchorage. 


The GAO said this was an apparent violation of military 
regulations barring government-paid personnel from em­ 
ployment in service clubs and preventing GIs from 
performing work that should be performed by civilians. 
Proxmire said the matter was brought to his attention by 
S.Sgt. Thomas G. Staudenmaier a year ago and he refered 
it to the GAO.

All-American 
teams is that they are universally 
disagreed upon. Show me a man who 
has no gripes with an All-American 
team and I’ll show you a man with 
dangerously 
apathetic, 
possibly 
communistic, tendancies. 
Mark 
Twain, 
the 
late, 
great 
fronti er 
s p o r t s w r i t e r 
once 
remarked, 
“Everyone complains 
about the All-American teams, but 
no one does anything about it.” 
But we needn’t be content to 
merely 
grouse aloud about 
the 
selections 
made 
by 
the 
wire 
services, Life, or Police Gazette. As 
one 
San 
Francisco 
columnist 
pointed out, each of us is free to pick 
his very own All-American team, 
and to hell with the rest. 
Do not be misled to believe, 
however, 
that 
picking 
an 
All- 
American team is an easy task. 
There 
are certain 
time-honored 
criteria to consider. That is where I 
come in. By keeping my ears open 
for the many years I’ve been in the 
news game, I have picked up some 
valuable tips from the All-American 
experts. 
First of all (and here I must 
apologize), start earlier. Selection 
of 
All-Americans 
traditionally 
begins during spring practice and is 
wrapped up by the second game of 
the season. But better late than 
never. 
Next, compile a list of candidates. 
From there, the task is simple. 
Grade each player according to the 
following point system, typical of 
those used by “ the big guys” . 
(Points 
to be awarded 
are 
in 
parenthisis.) High point man at each 
position is All-American.

Tax reformers 


WASHINGTON - During the last, 
day and night sessions of the 92nd 
Congress, the customary strategy of 
ramming through special-interest 
tax loopholes got under way. Under 
the direction of the powerful Tax 
C o m m itte e 
C h a irm e n , 
Congressman Wilbur Mills (D-Ark.) 
and Senator Russell Long (D-La), 
the bills and their various legislative 
sponsors 
were 
lined 
up 
for 
lightening quick passage through the 
House and Senate. 
In past years, tax breaks or 
bonanzas for specific companies and 
industries were routinely passed 
without opposition. Many legislators 
either supported such corporate 
welfare or did not want to alienate 
senior members by opposing their 
pet favors. 
These 
bills 
are 
called 
“ members’ 
b i l l s ” 
— 
the 
“ members” usually 
being those who are 
on the House Ways 
and 
Means 
and 
Senate 
Finance 
Committees. 
Chairman Mills further solidifies his 
power by letting his committee 
members each have one or two such 
members' bills of their own which 
he maneuvers through the House 
under a “ unanimous consent,” a 
procedure that insures no debate or 
dissent. 
About four weeks ago, 
numerous 
members’ 
tax 
bills 
headed toward their usual fate of 
enactment into law. No committee 
hearings were held, as usual. No 
disclosure 
was 
given 
to 
non­ 
committee 
members 
about 
the 
nature and cost of these bills. The 
tactic is to spring the bills on the 


floor and shove them through in the 
rush before adjournment. 
This year, however, was different. 
Last spring, tax reformers Henry 
Reuss (D-Wis.) Les Aspin (D-Wis.) 
and Wright Patman (D-Texas) had 
blocked a number of special interest 
tax bills by refusing an outraged 
Wilbur Mills’ request for unanimous 
consent. Among the bills blocked at 
that time were a $70,000,000 tax cut 
for banks, sponsored by Wilbur 
Mills, a multi-million dollar tax 
break 
for 
the 
cigar 
industry 
sponsored by Congressman James 
Burke (D-Mass.), and a lush tax cut 
for the C. Brewer & Sons Sugar 
Company of Hawaii, sponsored by 
Congressman Spark Matsunaga (D- 
Hawaii). 


Reacting to this earlier rebellion 
in the House, Senator Long planned 
to attach all his own undisclosed 
committee members’ tax bills to a 
single House-passed bill. Senator 
Lawton Chiles (D-Fla.) took to the 
Senate floor to ask Long about the 
planned amendment: “ All I want to 
find out is what they do, how much 
money they will cost, and whom 
they benefit.” 
Ling didn’t want to tell. Finally, 
on the day of the Senate vote, he 
revealed

of

committee “ Christmas tree” tax 
benefits: 
well over $200,000,000.

The rise of the tax reformers in 
both houses to challenge powerful 
chairmen who have long had their 
way on these special tax bills 
suggests that next year a predicted 
deliberation over fundamental tax 
reform may be something more 
than a camouflage behind which 
more tax loopholes are created. The 
struggle for tax equity may reach 
new plateaus in 1973.
